METALLURGICAL DEPT. 
Fred J. Robbins—Director 


The Metallurgical Laboratory, creat- 
ed in October 1943, has become an it 
tegral part of the Plomb plani. Although 
the primary purpose is to perform chemi- 
cal and physical tests of incoming ftaw 
materials in order to maintain the high 
quality standards required ~ for the 
manufacture of Plomb tools to Plomb's 
rigid specifications, many other duties 
and responsibilities are within the scope 
of its operation. 

Periodic checks of operations through- 
out the plant are made by or under the 
direction of the laboratory to maintain 
uniformity of materials and parts which 
in turn insure a minimum amount of 
interruption in the flow of production 
from metallurgical causes. Problems 
which arise with materials and tools in 
process are immediately brought to the 
attention of the metallurgical staff 
whose task it is to determine the causes 
and suggest means of rectifying the 
difficulties. : 

Development work on new materials 
and new methods is also an important 
function of the laboratory. Before new 
materials are adopted to replace those 
already in use, they are subjected to 
exhaustive tests in the form of finished 
tools. Even as these tools are finished 
and delivered to the jobbers for ultimate 
sale to the customer, the laboratory 
does not relinquish its vigil. As the 
customer's satisfaction is the find 
judgment of the quality of Plomb tools 
complaints from the trade or failures 
from the field are sent to the laboratory 
for investigation. In planning, in produc 
tion, or in service the facility of the 
laboratory extends to every phase © 
the manufacture of Plomb tools.

A great leader of men—in an address once stated in San Francisco that 
our frontiers are gone. 

I think many of us believe a frontier is a vast tractless forrest of virgin 
soil, of Indians, of war-paths, where man had to hew out his living with his 
hands.

Why, 
we haven't yet learned how to get rid of the moth that geis in our clothes, rubber 
that will make real traction on a wet surface, cigarets and tobacco that leave 
no ashes, non-inflamable lumber, preserving of bread by freezing or other means, 
the welding of lumber, and the hardening of copper. Why, we haven't even 
licked the frontier of the common cold, electricity for farming, the elimination of 
erosion, super highways, dispelling of fog, elimination of noise, ihe storing of 
winter cold for summer use and summer heat for winter use, the elimination of 
friction. We don't even know why glass is transparent. I say the solution of just 
a few of these problems is the opening of new industrial frontiers. Kettering, that 
famous General Moiors man said—’A frontier is just a line dividing what we 
know from what we don't know.” 

In conclusion, my warning is, don’t listen to people who lament that the 
last frontiers are gone. They are defeatists. Tune your hearing and your minds to 


the optimists who see new and greater frontiers on the horizon.
